Burial fees rise to 
meet cash savings 

BURIAL fees in Dudley will rise as part of 
a raft of increased charges by the cash- 
strapped council. 

The increase will be brought in as Dudley 
Council continues its battle to meet savings 
of £20 million over the next three years. 

Among the fees to rise are the cost of 
exclusive right of burial on a plot which 
will rise from £1,935 to £2,090. Cremation 
costs will rise from £344 to £372. 

New fee charges will also come into 
force for a range of leisure centre and mu¬ 
seum services. Dudley Council officials say 
increases are in line with inflation.

A MAN has appeared in court 
charged with the murder of a 
neighbour in Stourbridge. 

Police named the victim as Paul 
Tompkins, who was found stabbed to 
death at his flat in Wollaston on New 
Year’s Day 

Jobless Daniel Jones, aged 33, is accused 
of killing 59-year-old 
Mr Tompkins in Forge 
Road, Wollaston. 

Jones, of Forge Road, 
spoke only to confirm 
his name at Dudley 
Magistrates Court on 
Monday. 

A post-mortem has 
revealed that Mr Tomp¬ 
kins died from stab 
wounds. 

A forensic tent re¬ 
mained up at the prop¬ 
erty on Monday and a 
police presence was still in place. 

Scores of tributes have been paid online to 
Mr Tompkins, who friends knew as ‘Tonka’. 

Dom Farrington posted: “God bless him. 
Such a gentle soul.” While James Sibley Deakin 
wrote: “Sad world we live in.” 

Daz Whitehouse wrote: “When I first left 
home and went to live in a bedsit in Stour¬ 
bridge, he lived with his mom and dad next 
door. He always used to come round listen to 
music, tell us stories. Summer of 93 has great 
memories for me.” 

Concerned 

Police were called to a flat in Forge Road just 
after 7pm on January 1 by a concerned neigh¬ 
bour. 

Officers forced the door open but nothing 
could be done to save 59-year-old Mr Tompkins 
who was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Jones was remanded in custody for a prelim¬ 
inary hearing at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Over the weekend residents spoke of their 
concern about the incident happening in their 
neighbourhood. 

One woman, who lived nearby and did not 
want to named, said it was a ‘huge shock’. De¬ 
tectives continue to appeal for information to 
help them determine the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding Mr Tompkins’ death. 

Detective Inspector Martin Slevin, from 
Force CID, urged people to help officers dis¬ 
cover the circumstances of the attack in the 
quiet cul-de-sac. 

“We are still in the early stages of piecing to¬ 
gether exactly what happened and would ask 
anyone with information to come forward and 
contact us,” he said.

Police force closure of 
pub plagued by violence 

A PUB in Dudley, which has been 
plagued by violence and ‘gang 
activity’, has been shut down by 
police. 

Senior officers moved to close the 
Earl of Dudley Arms in Wellington 
Road to put a stop to criminal behav¬ 
iour which they say is linked to the 
premises. 

Police have been called to the pub more 
than 60 times over the last two years and 
said it had become a hotbed for serious 
crime involving gangs. 

Attempted murder, wounding and rob¬ 
bery were all listed among crimes that had 
all taken place on the premises. 

A man was badly beaten during an at¬ 
tack during December, which proved to be 
the final straw for the authorities. 

Police said the owners had failed to pro¬ 
tect customers by ‘allowing members local 
gangs to frequent the premises’. 

A 23-year-old man was left fighting for 
his life in May 2014 after being stabbed as 
violence flared outside the Earl of Dudley 
Arms. 

Christopher Perkins underwent emer¬ 
gency surgery and spent five days in hos¬ 
pital after being knifed outside the pub. He 
suffered a collapsed lung and a cut to his 
other lung. 

Failed 

Detective Chief Inspector Chris Hanson, 
from West Midlands Police Force CID, said: 

“The licence holder of Earl of Dudley has 
a duty to protect his customers but he has 
failed to do that. 

“He has allowed members of a local gang 
to frequent his premises and commit some 
serious acts of violence towards innocent 
customers. 

“In the latest incident a man was badly 
beaten inside the premises. Two men have 
been charged in connection with that at¬ 
tack and await trial.” 

The pub will stay closed until the end of 
March after a closure notice was granted at 
Wolverhampton Magistrates Court. 

DCI Hanson said: “We understand that 
the closure of this pub will mean people 
losing their jobs and that the licensee will 
be significantly financially affected. How¬ 
ever, the magistrates were convinced that 
the immediate closure was the only way to 
keep people from being harmed.” 


Nurse retires after 45 years in NHS

Ms Davis retired on new year’s 
eve from Stourbridge Health and 
Care Centre, where she had worked 
for ten years. She began at Kidder¬ 
minster General Hospital in 1970 
as a staff nurse before moving to 
Dudley’s Burton Road Hospital in 
1981 for coronary care training. 


She was on the first night shift at 
Russells Hall Hospital when it was 
opened to patients for the first time 
in 1984. 

Ms Davis, 61, from Bewdley, said 
her last day had been very emo¬ 
tional. 

“I just intended to slip away 
quietly but everyone organised a 
celebration,” she said. “I have met 
some extremely interesting people 
throughout my career and learnt 
so much. I’ve built so many close 
friendships over the years with my 


colleagues and patients and I’m 
thrilled to be able to say that I have 
made a difference to the lives of so 
many patients.” 

She intends to spend more time 
focusing on her work at heart char¬ 
ity HUGS in Dudley. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of 
The Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, said: “Cynthia has com¬ 
mitted her working life to the trust 
and I would like to thank her for 
her dedication and wish her all the 
best with her retirement.” 


Council get 
funding to 
help people 
find a home 

MORE than 60 new homes will be built 
across Dudley and Stourbridge as part 
of a scheme to provide starter homes for 
those struggling to buy or rent in the 
borough. 

Four sites for new housing estates 
have been revealed after the council re¬ 
ceived a grant of £625,000 towards fund¬ 
ing the development. 

The cash for the 62 starter homes 
has been given after an agreement was 
reached with the Government’s Homes 
and Communities Agency. 

Dudley Council is one of three author¬ 
ities in the Black Country to secure cash 
towards new homes. 

Bosses plan to build homes in Beech- 
wood Road, Kates Hill; King William 
Street, Amblecote; Mere Road, Stour¬ 
bridge; and Wrens Nest Road, Dudley. 

Dudley Council leader, Councillor 
Pete Lowe, is expected to sign off the 
scheme. 

Discount 

The homes will be for sale and offered 
at a 20 per cent discount to first time 
buyers under the age of 40. 

A report to Councillor Lowe said: “A 
key theme of Dudley’s Council plan is 
to build more homes. The delivery of 62 
starter homes will contribute to this. 

“The proposal also supports one of the 
council’s strategic housing aims — to 
provide a mixed housing offer that will 
meet a range of housing needs and helps 
to address one of our key challenges, 
that many new households cannot afford 
to buy or rent a home of their own.” 

Bring cards to be 
recycled in store 

TWO Sainsbury’s stores in Dudley bor¬ 
ough are offering a service to help peo¬ 
ple recycle their Christmas cards. 

The shops in Amblecote and Merry 
Hill are providing the service to sup¬ 
port the Forest Stewardship Council 
help protect forests. Until January 13, 
customers can recycle their Christmas 
cards at an in-store collection point. For 
the second year all ‘paper’ wrapping can 
be placed in the Christmas card recy¬ 
cling collection boxes too. The initiative 
has been extended to include Christmas 
lights, ribbons and plastic wrappings, 
and customers can bring these to any 
Sainsbury’s supermarket for recycling. 

Amblecote store manager Andy 
Beardmore said: “We’ve always had a 
brilliant response from customers in 
previous years.”

Fast electric 
chargers are 
installed in 
the borough 

ELECTRIC vehicle chargers have 
been installed on three Dudley bor¬ 
ough car parks. 

The council hopes to encourage the 
take up of ultra-low emission vehicles 
by installing chargers in handy posi¬ 
tions across the borough. 

The new superfast charging points 
are part of a network of more than 
300 rapid chargers available across 
the country. 

The Dudley chargers are located 
on car parks on Andrew Road, Hale¬ 
sowen; Level Street, Brierley Hill; and 
Stafford Street, Dudley. 

The charging points enable driv¬ 
ers to top up and be back on the road 
within 10 to 20 minutes of calling in. 
They cost £2.50 for 10 minutes and 
25p per minute thereafter. 

Grant 

The charging points have been 
mostly funded by a Government grant 
of £112,500, a contribution of £37,500 
from Charge Your Car and a £14,000 
allocation from the Department for 
Transport’s Integrated Transport 
Block. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “As a council we take sustaina¬ 
bility issues very seriously and we are 
confident that by offering electric car 
points we will encourage more people 
to drive electric vehicles.”

Most trains arrive late 
at town's rail station 


MORE than 7,000 trains arrived late 
at Sandwell and Dudley railway sta¬ 
tion over a three-month period, it 
has been revealed. 

Between June 28 to September 19 this 
year 11,985 trains were planned to arrive 
at Sandwell and Dudley station on Bro- 
mford Lane station but 7,545 of those 
arrived one minute or more late - equiv¬ 
alent to 63 per cent. Of those, 148 were 
cancelled all together. 

The most delayed service at the station was 
the Virgin Trains Edinburgh to London Euston 
service on the June 11 - delayed for 151 min¬ 
utes - after a man was killed after being struck 
on the track near Lockerbie in Scotland. 

Earlier this year Network Rail said that the 
number of trains that arrive on time had risen 
dramatically since they took over the running 
of Britain’s railways in October 2002. 

Network Rail spokesman, Jon Crampton, 
said that they are constantly working alongside 
operators to improve punctuality. 

“Overall 83.6 per cent of trains arrive at 
Sandwell and Dudley on time, using the indus¬ 
try and European-wide recognised Public Per¬ 
formance Measure - PPM” he said. 

Reliability 

“Network Rail is not complacent and con¬ 
stantly works with train operators to improve 
punctuality and reliability to provide passen¬ 
gers with the best possible level of service.” 
PPM measures the performance of individual 
passenger trains against their timetable as 
agreed between the operator and Network Rail 
at 10pm the night before. 

Richard Stanton, Communications Manager 
at Virgin Trains, said: “The majority of delays 
to Virgin Trains’ services on the West Coast 
Mainline are caused by issues that are the re¬ 
sponsibility of Network Rail and are out of our 
control. Over the past year we were only re¬ 
sponsible for 15 per cent of the delays to our 
services which is one of the best results in the 
industry.” 

Sandwell and Dudley station is on the Bir¬ 
mingham loop of the West Coast Main Line. 

It was originally opened as ‘Oldbury’ in 1852 
and was one of two stations in the town. 

In January 2010 Samaritans and Network 
Rail formed a partnership to reduce the num¬ 
ber of railway suicides and to improve support 
available to those affected by them. 


Historian explores a special village

A HISTORIAN is putting Gornal 
back in the spotlight with his lat¬ 
est book. 

As well as sifting through the 
history books and archives, Ned 
Williams also knocked on doors in 
the village and spoke to inhabit¬ 
ants to find out about them and 
their families. 

The book is a sequel to another 
he previously wrote about Gornal 
so he was keen to do things a little 
differently this time around. 


Mr Williams said: “I wanted to 
fill in the gaps that has been left 
by other peopled found they wer¬ 
en’t averse to a foreigner coming 
in and asking a lot of questions.” 

The historian, who is originally 
from east London but now lives in 
Wolverhampton and has written 
more than 50 books, believes Gor¬ 
nal is one of few places remaining 
in the Black Country which has 
the feel of a real village. 

He said: “In Gornal, people 


have really strong roots, their 
families might have lived there 
for five generations, there is much 
more of a village feel. In other 
areas that has sort of vanished.”

Lying parents face toughest authority 


A TOTAL of 865 investigations into 
school admission fraud have taken 
place in the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire over the past three years — 
and the vast majority of them have 
been carried out by Dudley Council. 

Dudley bosses looked into 830 
school place applications between 
2012 and 2015, withdrawing 10 
places after parents were found to 
have lied on entry forms. 


Dudley Council conducted the larg¬ 
est number of investigations in the 
country over that period. At the same 
time authorities in Sandwell, Walsall 
and Wolverhampton conducted just 
21 investigations between them, 
while Staffordshire County Council 
launched 14 probes into potentially 
fraudulent admissions. 

The figures reveal huge differences 
in the way councils investigate sus¬ 


pected admissions fraud, sparking 
fears that youngsters across the re¬ 
gion are being denied their rightful 
place at oversubscribed schools be¬ 
cause of cheating by other parents. 

Relatives 

Over three years, 39 youngsters in 
the Black Country and Staffordshire 
had school places taken away fol¬ 
lowing investigations. All the cases 


involved parents lying about their 
addresses to get a place at the school 
of choice, even using the addresses of 
relatives and vacant properties. 

Councillor Ian Cooper, cabinet 
member for children services, said: 
“Where our data flags up anomalies 
we thoroughly investigate to make 
sure that there is no fraudulent ac¬ 
tivity and take the appropriate action 
where it is proven there is.” 


HOW many of the media organisations 
condemning Oliver Letwin for his views on 
black people in the 1985 riots have taken 
a long, hard look into their own archives?

Pensioner tricked out 
of £13,000 in roof con

A CRUEL conman tricked a 
woman in her 90s into pay¬ 
ing thousands of pounds 
for a roofing job which ac¬ 
tually cost a fraction of the 
price, a court heard. 

Salesman Graham Purcell 
claimed his roof coating was a 
low-cost alternative to re-roof- 
ing, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

But he massively inflated the cost 
of a new roof to make his offer ap¬ 
pear a cheaper alternative. It was 
part of a con targeting elderly and 
vulnerable people which brought in 
£8 million over three years. 

In one case, the crook told a vul¬ 
nerable 91-year-old from Stour¬ 
bridge she would have to pay 
£30,000 to re-roof her home be¬ 
fore quoting her £17,850 for what 
he described as a thermal roofing 
paint. He then lowered the quote to 
£13,000 to make it look like she was 
getting a good deal. 

Heat 

He claimed the work could re¬ 
duce heat loss by up to 25 per cent, 
make the roof maintenance free and 
increase the value of her property. 
In reality, the cost of the work done 
was no more than £1,000. 

Tests proved the paint would ac¬ 
tually increase maintenance costs 
and devalue properties. 

The cost of a new roof would have 
been around £11,000. 

He worked a similar con on an¬ 
other person aged in their 90s from 
Dudley borough. 

Purcell, aged 32, a salesman at 
Therma Seal UK, based in Tam- 
worth, was given a 12-month prison 
sentence suspended for two years, 
after being found guilty of four 
counts of fraud following a trial. 
He must also complete 150 hours 
of community service. The case 
against Purcell, of Manning Road, 
Droitwich, was brought by Dudley’s 
trading standards team. 

Earlier this year the firm’s direc¬ 
tors Christopher Wilkes and Alan 
Wilson were jailed for five years.

Hunt secretary Justin Hill said: “Horses and hounds 
have hunted on Boxing Day for hundreds of years. 

“Everybody is welcome and it is a great social occa¬ 
sion. It is part of Christmas.” 

Ann Thompson, from Birmingham, has been attend¬ 
ing the hunts since the 1940s. The 77-year-old, whose 
granddaughter Amy Parkes was part of the hunt, said: 
“It is a British tradition. I love the animals and this is a 
beautiful place. A lot of people support it and I am one 
of them.” 

Huntsman Daniel Hammett said: “It is nice to see so 
many faces. You get a lot of people who don’t normally 
come during the season but come out for the Boxing Day 
meet.”

Workers have been putting the fin¬ 
ishing touches to the major revamp of 
the Grade II listed Lye and Wollescote 
Chapel in Stourbridge. 

Registrars launched the competi¬ 
tion to celebrate the re-opening of the 
chapel, based at Lye and Wollescote 
cemetery, in Cemetery Road. 

The first wedding at the restored 
building is on April 2 and one lucky 
couple will win a wedding package 
worth £6,000 to help towards the 
wedding reception, the dress, flowers 
and photos. 

Entries closed on Sunday and the 
entrants wrote their story, in no more 
than 200 words, saying why they 
should win. A panel of judges includ¬ 
ing Dudley’s mayor and mayoress, 
Councillor Steve Waltho and his wife 
Jane, will select a shortlist of couples. 
The public will then be invited to vote 
for a winner. 

The chapel has undergone substan¬ 
tial work to turn it into a new regis¬ 
tration office for civil ceremonies. It 
has been renamed the Thomas Rob¬ 
inson building after its original ar¬ 
chitect. Built in 1879 the building is 
made up of two Victorian Gothic-style 
chapels, which will house the regis¬ 
tration office in one and a stylish new 
wedding venue the other. 

The refurbishment was carried out 
by West Midlands Historic Buildings 
Trust with support from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and Dudley Council.

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Tributes to 
a popular 
biker who 
lost his life 

A MOTORCYCLIST who died after a 
crash in the Black Country has been 
named, as tributes pour in for the 
‘fun-loving family man’. 

Robert ‘Claude’ Christopher, aged 
39, died after suffering a cardiac 
arrest at the scene of the crash in 
Oldbury Road, Rowley Regis, on De¬ 
cember 29 following an accident in¬ 
volving two cars. 

Tributes have been paid to Mr 
Christopher, of Regis Heath Road, 
who was a member of a biking group. 

A close family member, who did not 
want to be named, said: “Robert was a 
great, great man, more like a brother 
to me than a friend. 

“There was no such thing as a 
bad situation for him, he turned 
everything into an absolute positive 
and always did it with a smile on his 
face. 

“He lived for his family and for 
our bike group, Ruff Ryders. He had 
been a keen biker for many years and 
everybody in the biking community 
loved him, you couldn’t help but not. 
He should be remembered as the fun 
loving family man he was.” 

Flowers have been left at the scene. 
Tributes have also been paid on Face- 
book to Mr Christopher, who was also 
known as ‘Trriple A’ in the biking 
community. Members of the Rowley 
Regis-based Evolution and Spitfire 
MCC of Birmingham have paid their 
respects at the scene of the tragedy. 

Crash investigators have appealed 
for witnesses. Anyone with informa¬ 
tion should contact police on 101. No- 
one in either of the cars was injured. 

Family brewery 
improving safety 

A FAMILY brewery is creating a new 
service yard and staff car park. 

The improvements to Batham’s 
Brewery at The Vine pub, Brierley 
Hill, will also pave the way for mod¬ 
ernisation work at the 138-year-old 
business in 2017. 

Director Matthew Batham said cur¬ 
rently the car park was on the other 
side of the road to the brewery and 
pub, known locally as The Bull and 
Bladder, in Delph Road. 

“The yard will enable us to get our 
delivery vehicles off the road and 
improve loading and unloading,” he 
added. 

Mr Batham said that it would im¬ 
prove safety on the busy road used by 
many to reach Merry Hill shopping 
centre. 

Police to host

POLICE will be hosting a communi¬ 
ty meeting in Kingswinford later this 
month.

£3.6111 unpaid tax owed to council 


CASH-STRAPPED Dudley Council is owed £3.6 
million in unpaid council tax that should have been 
paid over the last five years. 

The authority is also waiting on £3.7m of business 
rates, figures revealed. 

In addition, the council, which is considering 
shutting Dudley Museum and Art Gallery and re¬ 
ducing library opening hours due to a lack of cash, 
has missed out on almost £10m in council tax and 
business rates which have been written off since 
2010. 

A total of £ 1.75m of council tax that should have 
been paid during 2014/15 remains outstanding on 
top of £910,000 from the previous 12 months. 

Significant sums are still owed going back to 


2010. A total of £483,000 remains outstanding from 
2012/13, £333,000 from 2011/12 and £232,000 from 
2010/11. In terms of business rates, the council cur¬ 
rently has a shortfall of £2.4m from the last finan¬ 
cial year. 

Pursuing 

It is also owed £825,000 from 2013/14, £282,000 
from 2012/13, £189,000 from 2011/12 and £31,000 
from 2010/11. 

Finance chiefs said money owed was gradually 
being clawed back and insisted the total owed was 
a small amount compared in the total the comes 
in through council tax and business rates. Bosses 
give up on sums which they decide are no longer 


worth pursuing. Since 2010/11 just over £2m that 
should have gone into the coffers in council tax has 
been written off. Bosses have already given up on 
£375,000 from last year. 

Bosses said tax debt was only written off when all 
efforts to collect it had been exhausted. 

Councillor David Sparks, cabinet member for fi¬ 
nance , said: “Dudley Council has consistently been 
amongst the best performing councils at getting 
council tax in. 

“However, it’s not an easy task and it’s impossible 
to achieve a 100 per cent success rate. But we do 
aim to raise as much as we possibly can and we are 
continually looking at ways of improving our effec¬ 
tiveness. We do in fact collect a lot of the arrears.” 


£40k paid out for after 

potholes cause damage 


CASH-STRAPPED Dudley Coun¬ 
cil has had to fork out more than 
£40,000 in the past three years due 
to damage caused by potholes. 

There were 185 successful claims from 
motorists whose vehicles were damaged 
by potholes across the borough between 
October 1, 2012 to October 1, 2015. 

The figures, revealed by a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request, reveal the authority has had to 
shell out £40,322.24 in that period. 

UKIP Councillor Paul Brothwood described 
the highways as being ‘in dire straits’ and 
called for improvements. 

But cabinet member Hilary Bills said the au¬ 
thority ‘had invested a lot of time and money 
into tackling potholes’ and regularly inspected 
its roads. 

In the three-year period, there were 389 
claims put in by drivers, with 204 unsuccessful 
and 185 successful. 

Councillor Paul Brothwood said: “The roads 
are absolutely terrible across the borough, I’ve 
had so many complaints from residents. 

“My concern again is that it’s due to poor 
planning from the council and focusing on 
the short term. I think that’s why we’ve had 
underinvestment in our roads in the borough. 
They really are in dire straits. More money 
needs to be put into the roads to keep them fit 
for purpose.” 

Care 

Councillor Bills, cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronmental services, said: “We take great care 
to ensure our highways are safe for people to 
use and have invested a lot of time and money 
into tackling potholes. We received three years 
worth of additional funding from the national 
Highways Challenge Fund to tackle issues. 

“We also make regular inspections of our 
roads to highlight any areas in need of repair 
and respond accordingly. 

“People can also report issues to us in a num¬ 
ber of ways by calling 0300 555 2345, online at 
www.dudley.gov.uk or using the Dudley Coun¬ 
cil smartphone app.” 

Meanwhile, More than 1,000 potholes have 
been repaired on motorways in the Midlands. 

A total of 106 compensation claims were 
made to Highways England over damaged ve¬ 
hicles across the M6, M5 and M54 locally over 
the past 12 months. 

But just 11 payouts were made — totalling 
£3,428 — after the claims were investigated. 


Art deco 
former 
cinema 
for sale 

A FORMER cinema in the 
heart of Stourbridge town 
centre has been put on the 
market for £600,000. 

The Savoy, complete 
with ornate art deco style 
facade, closed its doors to 
cinema-goers more than 30 
years ago. 

Since then it has had a va¬ 
riety of uses including con¬ 
troversially as a lap dancing 
club called Heaven. 

A supermarket and gym 
have also been based at the 
building, which first opened 
in 1920 as The Scala before 
being renamed The Savoy in 
1943. It closed as a cinema 
in 1982, when the building 
was gutted for conversion 
into a supermarket. 

Signs 

Old signs are still partially 
visible on the outside of the 
building although there are 
signs of decay. 

The 16,000 sqft three-sto¬ 
rey building, in Lower High 
Street, is available for sale 
through Birmingham-based 
estate agents Siddall Jones. 

The owners will con¬ 
sider offers in the region 
of £600,000 according to 
the estate agents, although

DAVID Jamieson, the police and crime 
commissioner for the West Midlands, 
raises an interesting debate when he pro¬ 
poses a £5-a-year rise in what the force 
charges the average household for its 
services. 

He says without the increase the force 
will be forced to save £3.3 million a year, 
and when towns the size of Dudley are 
finding themselves without a police sta¬ 
tion, it does seem that something needs 
to be done. 

However, for all the protests about sav¬ 
age cuts, it is worth noting that real-terms 
police spending - allowing for inflation - 
is still £1 billion a year higher than it was 
at the turn of the Millennium. When, if my 
memory serves me rightly, we still had 
police stations. 

So is the increase really justified? I sus¬ 
pect most people will take the view that 
it depends how the money is spent. If it 
means halting the closure of police sta¬ 
tions in some of our biggest and busiest 
towns, then I imagine most people would 
gladly stump up. 

However, if the money is going to be 
spent on more speed cameras, more 
“safety partnerships”, more political cor¬ 
rectness, more prosecutions for so-called 
“hate crimes” which just a few years ago 
would have been considered little more 
than bad manners, then the public will 
probably be more sceptical. 

■ ■■ 

STAYING with policing, few people will 
argue with the Government’s plans to 
increase the penalties for drivers caught 
using their mobile phones. 

Alarmingly, a survey in the West Mercia 
force area revealed that nearly four in 10 
motorists admitted checking their phones 
while driving, with one in 10 admitting to 
searching the internet. 

Clearly this is unacceptable and dan¬ 
gerous. However, the trade-off for stiffer 
penalties must surely be a degree of dis¬ 
cretion in the enforcement of the rules. 

Motorists who brazenly drive around 
with the phones glued to their ear, leaving 
a trail of chaos behind, are clearly a men¬ 
ace, and deserve little sympathy if they 
get the book thrown at them. The same 
applies to those who send text messages 
on the move. 

However, letting your boss know you 
are going to be late when you are sat in 
stationary traffic with the handbrake firm¬ 
ly on and the gearbox in neutral? That 
cannot possibly pose a risk to anybody. 
Yet under the present laws it still consti¬ 
tutes an offence if the keys are in the igni¬ 
tion and the engine is running. 

Interestingly, this presents an interest¬ 
ing legal question. Many modern cars 
have keyless ignition, and a device which 
cuts the engine off the moment the car 
grinds to a standstill. So if you send a text 
message while stationary in traffic, with 
the engine off and the keys firmly in your 
pocket, does that constitute an offence?

Heartbroken mother 
makes plea to hitmen 


Carol Deakin is still seeking 
answers over the death of her 
son five years ago. PETER 
MADELEY takes up the story 

“I BELIEVE justice will come. The 
man who paid to have my son killed 
is still out there. Eventually the truth 
will come out.” 

So says Carol Deakin, the mother of 
businessman Richard Deakin who was 
shot to death as he lay in bed at his fam¬ 
ily home in Chasetown some five and a 
half years ago. 

For Carol and the rest of his heartbroken 
family, time has not proved to be a great 
healer. 

Three years ago hired gun David Harrison 
was jailed for 37 years for carrying out the 
murder, while getaway driver Darryl Dickens 
was sent down for 30 years. 

Police have always believed the pair were 
paid to carry out the hit - although the iden¬ 
tity of those behind the crime has never been 
ascertained. 

Accused 

Tipton drug kingpin John Anslow - cur¬ 
rently serving 29 years for drug dealing and 
escaping from a prison van before fleeing the 
country - was accused of setting up the killing, 
but was found not guilty after a trial last year. 

Following Anslow’s acquittal police said 
they were not pursuing anyone else in connec¬ 
tion with the case, but Carol says the thought 
of someone getting away with murder has left 
her unable to rest. 

It has also filled her with a steely determina¬ 
tion to make sure that no one goes unpunished 
for the act which she says has destroyed her 
life. 

Carol is now appealing to the men convicted 
of killing her son to reveal who paid them to 
do it. 

“I want David Harrison to stand up and be a 
man and say who paid him to kill my son,” said 
Carol, aged 54, of Cheslyn Hay.

“He has got nothing to lose. Harrison will 
probably never get out of prison. But he knows 
who gave the orders. He could give me some 
peace of mind by telling the police who paid 
him. 

“I firmly believe there is still someone out 
there who has got away with murder. Until 
that person is made to pay for what they have 
done there won’t be anything even close to 
a sense of closure for any of us in Richard’s 
family. 

“I still can’t believe it has happened. We 
were a very close family. 

“Richard was a hardworking man who 
didn’t get into any trouble. He was not in¬ 
volved in drug dealing. He was a good man 
who was devoted to his family. My son was 
killed for nothing. He was stolen from us. I’d 
give anything to have him back.” 


Harrison entered Mr Deakin’s Meadway 
Street home on the morning of July 5, 2010, 
and carried out the execution using a sawn-off 
shotgun, before calmly leaving the house and 
being driven away by Dickens. 

They had waited for Mr Deakin’s fiancee, 
Megan, to leave the house with the couple’s 
two young daughters before making their 
move. 

Harrison and Dickens, both from Bilston, 
were jailed following a trial in 2013. Harrison, 
who had previous convictions for firearms 
offences, has consistently denied having any¬ 
thing to do with the murder. 

“For me a big part of this is to get justice for 
Richard’s daughters,” Carol added. 

“I want them to know that the person who 
ordered their dad to be killed is locked up. The 
police may have closed the case but as far as I 


am concerned there are still loose ends to tie 
up.” 

Mr Deakin’s daughters Elle and Jessica are 
now aged nine and seven respectively. 

Carol said they both regularly talk about 
their loving father, particularly Elle, who she 
says ‘remembers everything’ about the day of 
his tragic death. 

“She was four at the time, old enough to 
understand what was happening,” Carol said. 

“I asked her what she wanted for Christ¬ 
mas and she said a locket with a picture of her 
daddy in it. 

“It’s heartbreaking. I’ve got a lock of his 
hair so I’m going to put that in the locket for 
her with a picture. 

“She’s got all of his expressions. Her dad 
was quite shy and she’s got his personality. 

“Jess is Richard’s double. How can you ex¬ 
plain to children so young about something so 
terrible? 

“It is tragic that Megan has been left to 
bring up two such beautiful children without 
Richard.” 

Terrible 

“Each and every day is so hard, but Christ¬ 
mas brings back so many memories. 

“Every Christmas Eve he would come 
around and stay until the new year. It is just 
not the same anymore. It’s the worst time of 
year for me. 

“I live my life day by day and he never leaves 
my head,” added heartbroken Carol. 

“Every Sunday I got to bed at night and I’m 
filled with sadness. 

“All I can think about is Richard. He was 
killed on a Monday, so I always have a terrible 
feeling on Sundays because I’m thinking back 
to the day when it happened. 

“I hate Mondays to this day. He never leaves 
my head.” 

Carol says she has ‘total belief that who¬ 
ever ordered her son’s murder will one day be 
caught. 

“I believe in karma,” she added. 

“Whoever paid them (Harrison and Dick¬ 
ens) to do this cowardly act will have it in their 
minds every day. One day justice will catch up 
on them. 

“I will keep on fighting until that person is 
sent to prison.”

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Council branded 'inept' 
over Hippodrome saga 



Dudley Hippodrome, on Castle Hill, was once the town’s premier venue 


DUDLEY Council has been 
branded ‘inept’ after it 
emerged bosses do not know 
how much a plan to demol¬ 
ish Dudley Hippodrome and 
replace it with a landscaped 
public space will cost. 

West Midlands Euro MP and 
Dudley councillor Bill Etheridge 
says he has been informed that 
artist’s impressions were only ‘an 
initial design’ and the scheme had 
not yet been priced. 

The council is keen to remove the 
historic building ‘at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity’. But a period of consultation 
over the future of the Hippodrome is 
ongoing with the Friends of Dudley 
Hippodrome group still hopeful they 
can save the venue. 

UKIP’s Councillor Etheridge has 
criticised the authority and said tax¬ 
payers in the borough cannot know 
whether they are getting a good deal if 
they don’t know how much it will cost 
to knock down the building. 

Millions 

He also joined critics of plan to cre¬ 
ate an open public space on the site of 
the former theatre, saying it was not 
wanted in the town. 

But council chiefs hit back saying it 
would make ‘absolutely no sense’ to 
spend money when the consultation 
period was still ongoing. 

Councillor Etheridge said: “To 
plough ahead with a decision to demol¬ 
ish the building when proper costings 
have not been done is, quite frankly, 
inept. 

“Repeatedly the taxpayers of Dudley 
have been told there is no money to 
renovate the theatre and bring it back 
into use. Here we are with a scheme, 
that given the cost of the recent up¬ 
grade to Coronation Gardens, could 
cost millions. 


“The demolition costs are huge, now 
we are faced with paying for an open 
space that nobody wants or sees a need 
for.” 

The MEP added: “Dudley ratepay¬ 
ers deserve value for money. They are 
not going to get that when the council 
pursue schemes where money is obvi¬ 
ously no object.” 

Dudley Council’s regeneration boss 
Khurshid Ahmed said: “The images 
that went to cabinet were for illustra¬ 
tive purposes. Given that we have al¬ 
ready made a very clear commitment 


to speaking to local people in a con¬ 
sultation exercise around the future 
of this important area, if we demolish 
this dilapidated building, then it would 
make absolutely no sense to spend 
money and pre-empt the outcome of 
that consultation exercise.” 

Dudley Council has expressed the 
view that groups have had long enough 
to form a rescue package for the Hip¬ 
podrome after a plan involving a en¬ 
tertainment organisation fell through. 

Councillor Ahmed said the council 
cannot afford to maintain the building.

More than 030 knives seized 
from people searched at courts 


Work to start on 
estate’s centre 

A COMMUNITY centre will finally be built, 
marking the final stage of a major transfor¬ 
mation of a housing estate. 

Work on the centre on the North Pri¬ 
ory estate in Dudley will start in 2016 —it 
comes eight years after a campaign started 
for a replacement venue. 

It will replace the former community 
buildings on the Donkey Pool playing fields, 
Priory Road, that were knocked down in 
September 2007. 

Ground works have now begun on the site 
with construction works to start in spring. 

Councillor Ken Finch said it had been a 
long time coming. He added: “We have had 
promises since the other buildings were 
knocked down and nothing happened. But 
now it is finally going ahead and it feels like 
winning the lottery for our community.” 


MORE than 430 knives have been 
confiscated from people entering 
courts in the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire during the past two years, 
new figures reveal. 

The majority of the blades were seized 
at Wolverhampton magistrates’ and crown 
courts, the HM Courts and Tribunals Ser¬ 
vice statistics show. 

As well as knives, security staff seized replica 
firearms, dozens of tools, alcohol and bottles of 
perfume. 


Of the 437 total, security staff in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton took 328 knives from people going through 
the doors of the city’s two courts between No¬ 
vember 2013 and October this year. 

Destroyed 

Fifty one were confiscated at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates’ Court, 28 at Stafford Crown Court, 18 
at Dudley Magistrates’ Court and 12 at Warley 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The knives can be passed on to police and de¬ 
stroyed. Some may be returned if owners make 
a request in writing but only after strict checks. 


Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James Mor¬ 
ris campaigned for tougher sentencing after the 
death of 16-year-old Christina Edkins, who was 
stabbed on a bus in Birmingham while on her 
way to Leasowes High School in Halesowen in 
2013. 

The MP welcomed the action to confiscate 
knives. He said: “These figures show that a sub¬ 
stantial number of knives have been taken off 
our streets through seizures in our local courts. 
It is important that these weapons are seized 
and destroyed, so that our streets are a safer 
place.” 


Special training 
for foster care 

MORE than 180 foster carers have bene¬ 
fited from a scheme giving them training 
on challenging child behaviour. 

Dudley Council has offered the KEEP 
training programme for the past six 
years. The positive parenting programme 
is designed to improve carers skills and 
resilience while promoting the healthy 
development of looked-after children. 

Since its introduction, 185 foster carers 
have graduated from one of three KEEP 
programmes based on the age of the child 
and take up to 20 weeks to complete. Chil¬ 
dren’s services boss Councillor Ian Cooper 
said: “Our aim is to equip every carer with 
the skills they need.”

A NEW TV series on the history of baking, 
hosted by Annie Gray and Alex Langlands, 
has been filmed at The Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum. 

The three-part series Victorian Bakers 
started this week, with the first episode 
shown on Tuesday on BBC2 and repeated 
this Saturday evening. 

The second episode, going out next week, 
was filmed at the museum and features the 
rear of a bakery that once stood on Birming¬ 
ham New Road. 

The series sees four modern bakers rec¬ 
reate the life and work of their Victorian 
predecessors using authentic methods and 
recipes from the 19th century. 

Leaving behind modern tools, bakers will 
experience three different worlds of Vic¬ 
torian baking — a rural bakery with close 
ties to agriculture; the sweat and toil of an 


urban bakery; and a high-class city confec¬ 
tioner — using only tools and ingredients 
available at that time. 

Aman Garcha, a press assistant at the 
BBC, said: “The episode at the museum 
tells a crucial story about the history of 
baking. 

Farm 

“The bakery which was used was rescued 
by the Black Country Living Museum from 
the rear of the shop that still stands on the 
New Birmingham Road. 

“The bakery includes two direct coal- 
fired ovens and the trow in which the dough 
would be mixed by hand.” 

Food historian Annie Gray and archaeol¬ 
ogist Alex Langlands, from TV’s Victorian 
Farm and Time Team, will join the bakers 
to tell the story of our daily bread. 


English wine sales 
a boost at vineyard 

ENGLISH wine is flying off the shelves at a vineyard near 
Dudley. 

Ben Godbehere from Halfpenny Green Vineyard, Bob- 
bington, said international awards for some its best sellers 
had seen a surge in customers clamouring for home grown 
wine. 

Halfpenny Green has notched a number of international 
awards over the last year and bBest-sellers have include its 
dry whites Mercia 2014 and Tom Hill 2014, with the Long 
Acre 2014 now being stocked by Marks & Spencer stores. 

Just 30 per cent of all wines sold at the vineyard are reds 
but Mr Godbehere said their sales has also increased rap¬ 
idly during the months of November and December. 

He added that customers tended to opt for red wines dur¬ 
ing the colder months with its Penny Red, which can be 
used in mulled wine, selling particularly well.

He said: “Movement for Growth will be the 
transport strategy for the forthcoming West 
Midlands Combined Authority and the region 
will be speaking with one voice in support of it. 
We have a clear path to follow so now is the time 
to move forward and deliver these schemes.” 


The projects include extending the Midland 
Metro tram route between Brierley Hill, Dudley 
and Wednesbury to connect to the existing line 
to Birmingham and Wolverhampton. 

It will also bring improvements to junctions 
on the M5 and M6 motorways, as well as new 
rail services between Walsall and Stourbridge. 

The Treasury has pledged £1 billion of Gov¬ 
ernment cash to create the West Midlands 
Combined Authority, to include Birmingham, 
Coventry, Dudley, Sandwell, Solihull, Walsall 
and Wolverhampton. It will oversee a 10-year 
devolved £8bn transport budget. 


Mortgage age 
limit scrapped 

DUDLEY Building Society has scrapped 
its age limits on mortgages in a move that 
it says is in line with the needs of an age¬ 
ing population. 

The society, which has its head office at 
The Waterfront, Brierley Hill, and is led 
by chief executive Jeremy Wood, had pre¬ 
viously had an aged limit of 75 by which 
time people had to repay the loan. 

It will now consider applicants on the 
basis of affordability alone, not age, across 
its range of mortgages and it will apply to 
people wanting to re-mortgage and those 
seeking new mortgages. 

The move has been sparked by an in¬ 
creasingly elderly population, the number 
of centenarians living in Britain has risen 
by 72 per cent over the past decade alone.

Derren Pushes things 
on to another level 


D id your parents ask the 
question: “if they told you to 
jump off a roof, would you?’.’ 
Well, Derren Brown is putting that 
notion to the test this evening (sort of), 
as he returns to TV with arguably his 
most his most ambitious experiment 
to date - The Push. 

But rather than directly instruct 
someone to jump from a great height, 
in this brand-new one-off 
psychological experiment, the multi 
award-winning illusionist is aiming to 
persuade an unwitting member of the 
public to push another person off a 
roof, seemingly to their death. 

According to Brown, this illusion will 
investigate the powers of social 
compliance and how authority, peer 
pressure or ideology can be used to 
make people carry out horrific acts. 

Brown believes that when 
confronted with authority, our natural 
instinct is to unflinchingly obey. 

‘The world of social compliance is a 
deeply fascinating one and hopefully 
we will take the viewer on a journey 
that will be disturbing and entertaining 
in equal measure,” he says. 


His subject is Chris Kingston, a 
29-year-old member of the public who 
is unaware he’s being filmed or 
manipulated at a distance, and the 
setting is the gala launch night of a 
fictitious new charity called Push. 

Since the first broadcast of his first 
TV show Derren Brown: Mind Control 
in 2000, Brown has become 
increasingly well know. 

His touring shows, as well as his TV 
specials often have fans eager with 
anticipation about what the 44-year- 
old is going to do next, and he has 
just finished a nationwide tour of his 
latest show Miracle in which he looked 
at the work of Christian evangelicals 
and their supposed healing powers. 

The master entertainer is almost 
unrecognisable from the spiky haired, 
goatee-bearded magician sort of a 
decade years ago. 

But he looks back on his growing 
back catalogue of work with great 
pride, and two shows in particular 
stand out for him: 

‘Apocalypse and Hero At 30,000 Ft,” 
he says. 

‘The fun of setting up and executing 


what were essentially huge practical 
jokes, and the impact the shows 
made on their protagonists’ lives, 
made them my personal favourites. 

“I’ve remained close to both of the 
guys involved and they continue to do 
well.” 

This show should follow along 
similar lines, but whether or not Brown 
will still be on friendly terms with 
Kingston after basically duping him 
into an act of attempted murder this 
evening, remains to be seen. 

The trickster’s power to persuade 
and enthral is still as strong as ever, 
but he insists there is nothing 
malicious about anything that he does. 

“I am often dishonest in my 
techniques but I’m always honest 
about my dishonesty,” he states. 

One thing’s for sure, after an hour 
watching him tonight you will once 
again be sat perplexed, asking that 
age-old Brown question: “How has he 
done that?” 

So sit back, take a deep breath, and 
try to get your grey matter around how 
he has pulled off his latest act of 
Derren-do.

not have been signed up to a code of conduct 
or have any regulatory body over seeing them. 
More than a third of those taking part in 
the survey (37 per cent) admitted that their 
problems could have been avoided if their 
agent was better regulated. 

The biggest complaint from the UK’s property 
market was the fact that their estate agent had 
bad communication skills - either not calling 
them back, or chasing them too much (21 per 
cent). A further one in seven (14 per cent) felt 
as though their agent didn’t care about them. 
An additional 13 per cent claimed that their 
estate agent had not told them about known 
faults in properties they were looking at. 

Mark Flayward said: “Buying a property is the 
biggest purchase and financial commitment 
of your life, and can be an overwhelming 
experience. It takes a lot of hard work and 
research to ensure you are ticking all the right 
boxes, and no doubt people come across 
many challenges along the way. An estate 
agent should really be there to help this 
process, not hinder, and therefore the choice of 
which agent to go with is an important one. 
“With the extensive administrative tasks and 
processes involved in buying or selling a 
home, communication between agents and 
homeowners is essential. It’s the estate agents’ 
role to make these processes seem as pain- 
free and seamless as possible, which regulated 
agents endeavour to do.”

Boy racer 
favourite 
grows up 
just a bit

It was like being reunited with an old friend - 
Subaru’s sporting flagship and favourite of a 
generation of rally drivers is back. 

But the latest WRX STi is a different car to its pre¬ 
decessors: still the same extraordinary performance 
and handling but with a bigger cabin equipped to 
premium car standards. 

At a fiver under £29,000, it’s a combination which make 
it a serious competitor in the market place as well as on the 
rally stages. 

It tackles the 0 to 62mph sprint in 5.2 seconds and is ca¬ 
pable of almost 160mph: but with its rally-honed four wheel 
drive system adding traction and stability through the cor¬ 
ners it’s real world performance where the car shines. 

And, as proof of the pudding, a standard production ver¬ 
sion of the car smashed the lap record for four wheelers 
on the twisty Isle of Man TT circuit. In the hands of British 
rally ace Mark Higgins, it completed the 37.75 miles in 19 
minutes 15.9 seconds, at an average speed of 117.51mph 
- breaking the record held by its predecessor, the last gen¬ 
eration WRX, by more than 40 seconds. 

The power comes from a turbocharged 2.5 litre version of 
Subaru’s signature ‘boxer’, the distinctive sounding four cyl¬ 
inder horizontally opposed engine which produces 300PS 
and 407Nm of torque. 

That’s the same as the previous generation, although 
competition examples were often ‘chipped’ to raise the 
output even more. But the new engine and turbo have also 
been reworked to produce much quicker ‘in gear’ acceler¬ 
ation (for overtakes and between corners), typically in the 
2,000 to 4,000rpm bracket. 

There’s also the tSI-Drive system, which sets the car’s re¬ 
sponses to one of three modes, from best fuel efficiency to 
‘Sport Sharp’ where the engine’s full potential is unleashed. 

The WRX disappeared from the British scene a few years 
ago, largely because of exchange rates between the pound 
and the Japanese Yen during the recession. 

Now it’s back, still with the trademark bonnet air scoop 
and big rear wing, but in many ways significantly different. 

The starting point is all-new architecture built using a 
much higher percentage of high tensile steel, with reinforce¬ 
ments at strategic points, so that it’s an amazing 140 per 
cent stiffer than its predecessor. That benefits suspension 
and steering response, while also making the car stronger 
in the event of an accident. 

There’s a new hydraulic steering system, too, with more 
driver ‘feel’ and it’s high geared for a sharp and very precise 
turn -in to corners. With the new short-throw, six speed gear¬ 
box it does feel like being in the driving seat of a racing car 
if it weren’t for the fact that you’re in superb sports seats, fin¬ 
ished in alcantara with leather side bolsters, with dual zone 
climate control and an upmarket stereo system. 

The Subaru’s all surface cornering ability is due in no 
small part to its sophisticated all wheel drive system, which 
has a highly technical centre differential. The default position 
is a straight 50/50 power distribution between front and rear 
wheels, but if either start to slip a higher percentage torque 
is transferred to those with more grip. There’s also a torque 
vectoring system, reducing power to outside wheels under 
hard cornering to the reduce the risk of over or under steer. 

This system also has a three mode setting, for slippery 
conditions through to allowing more power to the rear 
wheels, for greater agility. Multi-mode vehicle dynamic con¬ 
trol and traction systems are standard equipment. 

Over poorer surfaces, you are still aware that the WRX is 
a high performance car, but it’s new suspension system has 
been tuned and damped to provide a more supple, civilised 
ride without sacrificing dynamic ability. The car also gets 
more stopping power with larger, 17-inch ventilated disc 
brakes all round, with a braking system from Brembo. 

In redesigning the WRX, Subaru not only created more 
cabin space front and rear but also moved the A-pillars and 
lowered the dash, to give the driver a wider field of vision. 

The cabin is now a little wider, with room for five adults, 
a 460-litre boot and lots of storage spaces. The driver gets 
clear instruments and with a full colour information screen 
between the speedo and rev counter. Positioned centre top 
on the dashboard is another colour display screen, unique 
to the WRX. For the sporting driver or competitor, you can 
monitor such things as boost pressure or the AWD system, 
as well as more mundane things such as the time. 

It’s a sporting saloon in every sense of the word, better 
equipped and more comfortable while undercutting rivals. 

As with any such car, it isn’t bargain basement when it 
comes to running costs. The official fuel average is 27.2mpg 
with a C02 rating of 242g/km. 

It is grown and matured, no longer the boy racer’s car (an 
insurance rating of 40E would see to that) it’s now more of 
a value for money executive express for the real enthusiast. 
But don’t be surprised if quite a few turn up in rallies and 
competitions, too.

The UK’s best selling plug-in hybrid last year 
was the Mitsubishi Outlander, but now there’s 
an improved version. 

It’s a good time for all types of electric cars as die¬ 
sel is going through some dark days, plus the crucial 
infrastructure is getting better all the time. No wonder 
then that the Mitsubishi Outlander is so popular, be¬ 
ing one of the more affordable PHEVs (plug-in hybrid 
electric vehicle) as well as one of the most practical. 

Now there’s a substantially revised version ready for mar¬ 
ket with changes to the power train operation and the sus¬ 
pension as well as interior and exterior design. Equipment 
levels have been given a boost too and crucially the Out¬ 
lander PHEV remains eligible for the Government’s £5,000 
grant. 

The previous Outlander had all the typical SUV design 
cues you’d expect, but there was something about its pro¬ 
portions that made it look unusually tall for its length. Clearly 
that was something taken on by Mitsubishi HQ because the 
new Outlander is longer than before thanks to redesigned 
front and rear bumpers. The new design is sharper too, giv¬ 
ing the Outlander a more distinctive face and boosting the 
feeling of quality with revised lights and alloy wheel designs 
too. 

The Outlander is also doing great things for Mitsubishi’s 
image in the UK as it currently dominates the PHEV seg¬ 
ment and is helping to bring new buyers into the brand. 

The Outlander sits comfortably in the mid-sized SUV 
segment and is well equipped to offer useful space for pas¬ 
sengers and luggage. The high driving position is appeal¬ 
ing with a low-set dashboard offering a good view out, with 
more than sufficient head and legroom. It’s also spacious 
in the back, if not class-leading, while boot space is 463 
litres - a little less than some rivals, but this is the flip side of 
carrying the extra electrical hardware. 

Modes 

The underlying hardware of the Outlander PHEV are as 
before, with electric motors front and rear combining with 
a 2.0-litre petrol engine to give a variety of hybrid modes. 
You can use the petrol engine as a range extender or as 
direct drive to the wheels, and run the batteries to give a 
power boost or save their output for pure electric mode. 
One change is the sharpening of the system response at 
low speeds, cutting the 0-25mph time by 50 per cent. 

Mitsubishi has also worked at improving the overall driv¬ 
ing experience. 

Retuned suspension with stiffer underpinnings are a help, 
creating a more composed ride, while the handling is safe 
and secure for a car of this size and shape. But the Out¬ 
lander PHEV’s biggest appeal is the flexibility of its power 
train, offering sufficiently brisk performance when required 
alongside super-frugal economy in the right conditions. It’s 
hard not to feel like you’re beating the system when you’re 
behind the wheel. 

All things considered, it’s hard not to see the Outlander 
PHEV as something of a bargain. It’s priced the same as 
the equivalent diesel version with the government grant in¬ 
cluded which means you can sneak into the GX3h model 
for a measly £29,249 and get 18-inch alloys, keyless entry 
and start, Bluetooth and a decent audio system, with a few 
extra toys thrown in for this latest model. Go the whole hog 
for £35,999 and there’s the satnav with reversing camera, 
powered tailgate, radar cruise control and even a heated 
steering wheel. 

If there’s a car for the moment then the Outlander PHEV 
is pretty much it. It’s practical, comfortable and usable, 
making it perfect for family car duties, yet the higher-spec¬ 
ification versions feel reasonably luxurious too. But it’s the 
potential for zero emissions running and spectacular fuel 
consumption over short journeys that makes it such an ap¬ 
pealing prospect. 

This car summed up in a single word: Clever 
If this car was a: new invention it would be rightly lauded 
as a bargain.

Baleno is 
hoping to 
make mark 
in sector

Suzuki’s renaissance in the UK is gathering 
pace thanks to a new Vitara and some clev¬ 
er technology. We try an early version of the 
brand-new Baleno for size. 

The Baleno is a new car. There was briefly another Suzuki 
called Baleno in the Nineties but it was a cheap saloon that 
didn’t sell or drive particularly well. Suzuki hopes that this 
latest car to bear the Baleno name will perform considerably 
better in both respects. 

Suzuki wants to expand its efforts in the UK market. His¬ 
torically they’ve been very good at making characterful little 
4x4s like the Jimny (the current generation having been pro¬ 
duced since 1998) and perky warm hatches like the Swift 
Sport. The Swift accounts for a huge amount of its UK sales, 
but is definitely a compact car. The Baleno is bigger than the 
Swift, plonking the lesser-known model in a very competitive 
market sector. 

Visually, the Baleno is very ordinary-looking hatchback, 
with few distinctive features on the outside. You can order it 
with a snazzy paint job which changes colour depending on 
ambient lighting conditions but, assuming you’re one of the 
99 per cent of people who don’t tick that box, it’s actually 
very boring to look at. What’s more, it probably won’t age 
well - it already looks a bit dated, and it isn’t even for sale 
yet. 

The same is true of the interior. There’s a large touch¬ 
screen display with satnav, DAB and reversing camera ca¬ 
pabilities, but apart from that the inside of the Baleno looks 
like a car from several years ago. The plastics are slightly 
harsh and the layout has an old-fashioned Japanese char¬ 
acter to it - not ugly, but not interesting either. 

Buying a Suzuki is a statement. It means that you cherish 
reliability and practicality over a ‘desirable’ badge. Suzuki 
has a cult following, primarily around the Swift Sport and 
the funky little off-roader, the Jimny. But apart from that, the 
manufacturer receives little recognition in the UK. 

Legroom for passengers is good in both the front and 
the rear. There’s around 7cm more legroom in total than 
the Swift, and it’s possible to seat five adults in only slightly 
compromised comfort. With four grown men in it, the Baleno 
feels like a much larger car than it is. 

Comfortable 

In the front, a lack of storage space is evident. The glove- 
box is pint-sized and the oddment box in the centre console 
can barely accommodate a large mobile phone. Door bins 
are reasonable but won’t hold large water bottles. The seats 
are comfortable for long periods of time and all the controls 
are in the right place. 

In the rear, the slightly simplistic design continues. Bot¬ 
tom-spec cars will have wind-up windows in the rear, and 
when the windows are fully wound down there’s an incredi¬ 
bly intrusive buffeting noise and reverberation. Split-folding 
rear seats make the potential load space enormous, and 
even with the seats in place the boot is still a class-leading 
355 litres - larger than the Focus and i20. 

We drove the pre-production model, which was already 
good, but we’ve been promised continuing development 
before it is unleashed on the UK’s roads. Steering is quite 
responsive and the general handling characteristics feel like 
those of a more expensive car. 

The 1.0-litre BoosterJet engine produces a remarka¬ 
ble amount of power at low revs (roughly 90 per cent of 
its torque at just 1,500rpm) and the result is a feisty feel. 
It won’t win races or set the heart racing like a hot hatch, 
but Suzuki has managed to squeeze HObhp out of a tiny 
displacement. 

You can opt for a very ordinary five-speed manual, or an 
excellent six-speed automatic with flappy paddles. There’s 
also a 1.2-litre mild hybrid, which uses a bit of electric power 
in conjunction with a conventional engine. While this does 
bring the C02/km figure down below 100, it’s not particu¬ 
larly engaging to drive. It’s also too expensive, and even 
Suzuki expect it to account for just 10 per cent of sales. The 
1.0 with the auto box is the clear winner here. 

Exact pricing hasn’t been released yet, but the ballpark 
figures are £12,000 for the entry-level model and £14,000 for 
the top-spec. These are liable to change but £12,000 makes 
it a reasonable choice for a bargain motor and £14,000 
for the more upmarket one makes it cheaper than similar¬ 
ly-equipped competitors. Some of the basic touches, like 
an old-fashioned mechanical handbrake, are actually quite 
attractive to a lot of buyers. 

The Baleno is such an ordinary car at first glance that it’s 
hard to pick out a specific target beyond people who al¬ 
ready know (and love) Suzuki cars. But this new 1.0 Boost¬ 
erJet engine coupled to the six-speed automatic gearbox 
makes for a fun driving experience, and there’s a lot of room 
in there for humans and their possessions. The Baleno will 
certainly attract Suzuki fans who have outgrown the Swift, 
and inevitably some newcomers to the brand will be drawn 
in by this practical, no-nonsense little run-around.
